The Principal Business Men of 
This 


City Are Not Making Any Howl 


About Ordinance No. 7 


Yesterday afternoon a Journal rep- 


resentative spent several hours Inter- 
viewing some of the principal mer- 
chants and business men with a view 
to securing opinions on the new license 


• ordinance, No. 7. 


This -was done because there has 


been a considerable amount of talk 
going the rounds of the streets since 
the passage of the ordinance referred 
to, most of which was of a decidedly 
adverse nature, and it has also been 
intimated that 
a concerted 
action 


might be taken by the parties affected 
by the ordinance, with a view to hav- 
ing it repealed. 


The reporter failed to find the peo- 


ple who are in favor of such a move- 
ment. There are a good many busi- 
ness people who do not feel particul- 
arly Joyous, to say the least, at hav- 
ing their expense account increased to 
the -extent of the various sums that 
the ordinance calls for, but not a man 
o-f them -was willing to go on record 
as saying that he would not pay the 
license, or that he would make any 
effort or take part in any movement 
looking to a repeal of the ordinance. 
As a rule the parties seen expressed 
themselves somewhat after this man- 
ner: 
We know that the city is in 


debt; we know that the expenses of 
the municipality must be met and that 
the revenues under the old system 
•were insufficient to do this. We be- 
lieve that some changes could be sug- 
gested in the ordinance that would 
make it better and tend to equalize 
the burden of taxation to a greater 
extent than at present, but as a -whole 
it seems that there was hardly any- 
thing else for the city council to do 
uncier the circumstances. 
We do not 


vraiit-a~taoncr issue to add to our al- 
roady too great municipal indebted- 
rcss. Consequently there was nothing 
left to do but try and raise revenue 


by means of a license taxation. 


Proprietors of mercantile establish- 


rjents are not kicking to the extent 
that some people suppose., A mercan- 
tile firm doing a business of two thou- 
sand dollars per month can easily pay 
a license of fifteen dollars per quar- 
ter, 
they say. 
Some criticism was 


expressed of the license that is im- 
posed upon bootblack stands and oth- 
er small institutions, but it appears 
that it was not generally known that 
the proprietor of the principal boot- 
black stand in the city had himself 
asked the council to place the license 
at this figure. 
License on bootblack 


stands inside of barber shops is placed 
at one dollar, but there is no provi- 
sion in the ordinance for licensing- 
stands anywhere else, so that any one 
•vrlio desires to do so, may place 
a 


bootblack stand inside of any house or 
jlace of business other than a barber 
shop, or place it any place where it 


) not be on the sidewalk, and not 


be required to pay any license at all. 
Tlie principal reason why this license 


s placed on outside stan'ds was to 


keep them off of the sidewalk, as they 
have a tendency to blockade the thor- 
oughfares . 


Some criticism was also expressed 


in regard to the fact that lawyers are 
not required to pay any license. There 
is a special ruling of the Supreme 
Court that declares that lawyers shal! 
not be required to pay any municipal 
license. 


The Journal is not now defending 


the ordinance, nor is it disposed to 
criticise it until all sides of the ques- 
tion have been fully understood by 
the people. But some means of rais- 
ing revenue to pay city expenses had 
to be oevised and this was the only 
way that was open.

WORKING IN NEVADA 


Work by the Southern Pacific Com- 


pany in the State Viewed by a Jour- 


nal Representative 


The vast reconstruction project of 


the Southf-n Pacific Company in Ne- 
vada has had little written about it, 
especially for the press of this state. 
Less attention ji paid to this work 
than to trifling matters of passing in- 
terest. 
One of the causes of this ne- 


glect of an important matter has been 
the difficulty of obtaining information 
The officials and contractors are not 
reticent. 
The 
simply do not know. 


Everything is departmentized. 
One 


man has full information regarding 
concrete -nork 
Another is acquaint- 


ed with the fiots in the steam shovel 
department end s,till another is posted 
on the number and extent of the tun- 
nels being '1: r f«n 


The oalj \\iy to obtarn comprehen- 


sive information regarding this work 
is 
by in^nidual 
observation. 
The 


Journal has had a lepiesentative over 
the entir_- line fiom Eeno to Salt Lake. 
A number of stops were made where 
work is being earned on. and probably 
this article \v ill give the readers of 
Thp Journal a better idea of the vast 
-undertaking than anything1 that has 
previously Irtsen published. 


One thing tl'Ot impressed the writer 


was the huge expense of the recon- 
struction work 
A million dollars lor 


a tunnel to cut out half a dozen miles 
for cui\es 
Moie than that amount 


to orect a cause way across a lake. 
Yet this money is being most intelli- 
gently expended. 
There is no waste 


of efforts, no loss in materials, no 
doing what must be undone. 


The reconstruction enterprise is a 


cosmos, a little world, where labor is 
intelligently directed, ^vhere no mis- 
takes are made and where the cost is 
all carefully counted before the actual 
labor begins. 


Another impoi tant feature observeid 


Is the lorge scale on which labor sav- 
ing appliances 
are 
employed. 
No 


muscle is used \\heie steam or elec- 
tricity will do the same work at less 
cost 
Excavations are accomplished 


by means of steam shovels and 
the 


trains are unloaded of gravel by steam 


Yet with all the labor saving ma- 


chineiy theie are aimies of employes 


along the reconstruction line. At one 
place there are a 500 men and 3000 at 
another. 


Even in midsummer the 
daylight 


hours are not long enough 
The toil- 


ers are relieved by other shifts and 
thf work goes on 
uninterruptedly. 


This has occasioned the setting up of 
temporary electric lighting plants at 
a number of places in the desert and 
the traveler looks from the car win- 
rlotm at what he believes to be a large 
town. 


Should h« pass the place a few 


weeks t.ence he will see nothing on 
the site of the town but horned toads 
and greasewoud, for, like the Arab, 
the railroad 
contractor 
shall have 


folded his tents and silently stolen 
away. 


It is difficult to comprehend what 


this reconstruction IT nans 
In a few 


months trains will be hvrled across 
jN ->vada in several hours less time 
than is now required 
Grades will 


have ceased to exist, curves nulli- 
fied and the lighter steel 
replaced 


with heavy rails that make travel 
comfortable and safe. 
It will be pos- 


sible to leave Reno at 7 o'clock in the 
morning and attend a theater in Salt 
Lake or Ogden that evening. 


The millions of dollars that aie be- 


ing expended by the Southern Pacific 
C >» pany are stimulating business in 
every town from Verdi to the Utah 
boidrr 
Much of 
Nevada's present 


piosperity is due to the payment of 
\\at,ps and purchase of material by 
the company.

=evpral towns 1 ave been left stranded 
far away from the new track While 
imury will be noi e such places other 
lowiis -will spring up on the new line, 
fisltred by tire road. 
This recon- 


rtr> ction woik 1<< demonstrating clear- 
ly the dependence of 
Nevada to a 


large degree upon the road. 


Reno is 
at present 
the western 


terminus of the reconstruction work. 
The steam shovel at the gravel pits 
a mile west of town is the outpost of 
the army employed by the company. 
The gravel taken fiom the pits by a 
giant of steel is loaded on trains that 
are peculiarly constructed, the twen- 
ty cars being made practically one by 
rnfans of steel aprons reaching from 
i.jr to car 
When the trarn is loaded. 


•which requires a very few minutes, 
it has the appearance of a huge ser- 
pent as it winds its sinuous length 
over the road to Bast Reno. 


There a great fill is being: made 


to accommodate the yards and shops 
Fifty-seven long sidings and the shop 
site T\ill require hundreds of train 
loads of gravel. 


The unloading is accomplished by 


means of 
a steam plow, weighing 


twenty tons, which is capable of un- 
loading the twenty cars in nine min- 
utes 
Already the fill is assuming 


large propoitions, but summer will be 
past before the grade is completed 


The yard site is on the cutoff across 


the Truckee Meadows, where the road 
runs as straight as an arrow to the 
head of the canyon, instead of wind- 
ing around the base of the hills as 
before 
The two or three miles saved 


by this cutoff evidences the ignorance 
of the topography ol this section dis- 
played by the engmeeis when they 
originally lard out the road 
It was 


early spring when the Central Pacific 
was surveyed here and the water ly- 
ing on the meadows caused the engi- 
neers to believe that it was a flooded 
district and avoided supposed dan- 
ger by keeping high and dry 


The foot of "the hill' is at the shoo 


site. 
There 
the 
maximum 
grade 


changes from 26.4 to 52.8 feet to the 
mile. 
East of 
Reno much lighter 


power and longer trains are possible 
than west from there. This makes it 
the logical place for the end of the 
division and the erection of 
large 


shops. 


The new track through the can- 


yon below Reno is now "cut in" but 
the trains are not yet running around 
Wadsworth. Clark's and several oth- 
er stations are now off the line. The 
track is Incomparably better than the 
old one.

MR. CHARTZ ANSWERED 


BY A CORRESPONDENT 


Local 
Lawyer 
Objects to the Car- 


son Lawyer's Effusion on the Eight- 


Hour Law 


Editor Journal: 
The last issue of 


your paper contains an effusion from 
Mr. Chartz anent the eight-hour law, 
•which he, himself attacked and suc- 
ceeded in having declared unconsti- 
tutional. I find no fault with him for 
having' attacked the law and if his 
efforts were successful, he should feel 
enough satisfaction, by way of credit 
for his ability as a lawyer. 
Had he 


stopped there,!no one could find fault. 
But Mr. Chartz's ambition was not 
yet satisfied. 
For some unexplained 


and unexplainable reason and without 
the slightest grounds that could pos- 
sibly be distorted into a decent excuse 
lor his unwarranted accusations, he 
recklessly proceeds to besmirch cer- 
tain members of the last legislature, 
myself 
among the four namejd, by 


charging In effect, that we knew when 
the eight-hour bill was beforei the 
legislature, it would 
be unconstitu- 


tional and had purposely left out cer- 
tain words so that the law would not 
hold. 


Mr. Charts having been employed 


for the purpose of setting aside 
the 


law, it would ordinarily be entirely 
fair to presume he had fully familiar- 
ized himself with the history of its 
introduction and passage, but in view 
of the fact, that I do not believe, had 
he done so, he would have written the 
article referred to, a short statement 
of the history of the bill is here given 
for his benefit, as well as for others 
who may be interested. 


On January 22, 1903, the fourth day 


of the session, Assemblyman Denton 
introduced Assembly Bill No. 2, en- 
titled "An Act to regulate the hours 
of labor on all public works, mines, 
smelters and institutions for the re- 
duction and refining of ores or met- 
als." 
This bill was \ then referred 


to the Mines and Mining Committee, 
consisting of Skagga, chairman, and 
Kitson, Vaughn, Trembath and Reilly 
of "White Pine, all of them pronounced 
and radical miners' union men. 
On 


January 29th the bill was referred 
back by the committee, reporting a 
substitute with the recommendation 
that the substitute be adopted. 
Mr. 


Trembath moved that the substitute 
reported by the committee be adopted 
for Assembly Bill No. 2, which motion 
carried, and on motion of Skaggs, the 
matter was made a special order for 
February 2, at 2:30 p. m. 


On motion of Skag-gs, several hun- 


dred extra copies of the substitute bill 
were ordered printed. 
On February 


2 the special order was taken up. 
Some amendment was offered by my- 
self^ but I was immediately met with 
a fierce and united opposition, Mr. 
Holmes, of Storey county, purporting 
to speak for the Storey County Min- 
ers' "Union particularly, who 
stated 


during the debate, that the substitute 
bill was an exact and literal copy 
of a law in force in another state and 
which had passed muster in the Su- 
preme Court of that state, and 
Mr. 


Holmes in substance stated, that any 
member who tried to amend the bill 
or change it in any respect whatso- 
ever, would be considered an enemy 
to union labor; that the Storey Coun- 
ty Miners' Union "would not stand 
for" 
any change or alteration in the 


bill whatever; that the bill must 
be 


passed just as it was without so much 
as changing it by "dotting 
an i or 


crossing a t"; that the bill had been 
passed on by eminent attorneys and 
pronounced 
by 
them 
constitutional 


and absolutely valid in every respect 
and that the union feared, ,if 
any 


change was made, it would. destroy 
the precedent of the case in which 
the original of the bill was sustained. 


This and much more was said by, 


those responsible for and in charge of 
of thei bill, and under such heavy 
pressure, I withdrew my amendment. 
In making the above statements, I am 
not drawing on my imagination as Mr. 
Chartz evidently did when he wrote 
thea rticle, but I am stating cold facts 
which I believe every member of the 
assembly can vouch for. 
The Storey 


county delegation apparently consid- 
ered eight-hour 
legislation 
as their 


particular business and indirectly re- 
sented any one else having any thing 
to do with it, as is evidenced by the 
abrupt way in which poor Denton of 
Lincoln county was robbed of the hon- 
or of being the author of Nevada's 
"eight-hour law" and also by the un- 
ceremonious 
manner 
in which 
the 


•- Storey county delegation "sat down" 
'on the amendment offered by myself. 


Certain is it however, that while the 
wording of the original law, of which 
this bill was stated to be a literal 
copy, was not discussed, no one and 
certainly not myself had any doubt 
about the bill being an exact copy, 
and we let it go at that and voted for 
it. 
I believe every member of the 


Storey County delegation was abso- 
lutely sincere In their efforts on this 


bill, and the only fault I. had to find 
was that in their zeal,' they were' too 
extremely jealous of any interference 
with the act— the honor and credit 
for which they evidently' intended to 
monopolize for themselves. 


And now a word with Mr. Chartz: 


Does he mean to insinuate that Hon- 
est Ed Holmes — peace be to his ashes 
— would purposely leave a defect in 
the bill? 
Does he -dare charge that 


any member of the Storey county del- 
egation, representing1 as they did, the 
strongest miners' union in the state, 
would deliberately leave a defect in 
an eight-hour bill? Of course not. 


"It 
is 
the "leaders," says 
Mr. 


IDhartz; it is the "leaders" he is after 
with his little hammer, and he names 
me as one of them. 
I never have 


and am not arrogating to myself, any 
such distinction, either in respect to 
good or -bad legislation. 
The names 


of Senators Hardln and Ron" and As- 
semblyman Skaggs are also used in 
this connection by the reckless 
Mr. 


Chartz. 
I am quite 
positive 
that 


neither Senators Hardin or Roff were 
even consulted about this piece of leg- 
islation and if Mr. Chartz was bet- 
ter acquainted with Bob Skaggs, he 
would never have questioned his per- 
sonal honesty or political integrity. 
It is infinity to nothing 
that 
Mr. 


Chartz cannot substantiate a single 
one of his allegations against the men 
named and I might say in passing, 
that I know he cannot as to myself.- 
It is beneath the standing1 
of 
Mr. 


Chartz as a lawyer, to assume a po- 
sition 
in effect, that 
a legislature 


guarantees the absolute validity and 
constitutionality of every or any law 
it passes. ' 


Even the United States Congress, 


the greatest deliberative body on the 
face of the earth, cannot do that, as is 
evidenced by the Income Tax deci- 
sion and 
hundred 
others 
and why 


should Mr. Chartz expect absolute 
legal 
and 
constitutional 
infallibil- 


ity from a Nevada legislature, com- 
posed of about sixty men, only two of 
whom were practicing attorneys, and 
neither of which were even consulted 
or allowed to suggest an amendment 
to this eight-hour law? 
Mr. Chartz 


should be more. 
conservative 
and 


broad-minded and less hasty about 
making vicious and unfounded asper- 
sions upon others. It is barely pos- 
sible that -even Mr. Chartz might mis- 
take in the law a question on which 
the Supreme Court decisions o£ this. 
state can throw some light. 
But says 


Mr. Chartz, certain words were left 
out of this law which left it defect- 
ive, 
that it is npt a literal copy of 


the Colorado Act'. Perhaps so. About 
all of Nevada's laws are copied from 
other states substantially, and par- 
ticularly from 
California, and some 


had 
been 
declared unconstitution- 


al, but I have yet to learn that it is 
the bounden duty of a legislator in 
drafting^ a bill, based on a law of some 
other state, to copy it literally or be 
branded as a traitor. 
Many times 


a literal copy will not do and cannot 
possibly be done, but even so, and the 
new bill is defective, the 
legislator 


was prima facie guilty of fraud, mal-

, From such information as I have, I 


understand the law was declared un- 
constitutional by Judge Murphy, on 
the ground the legislature in passing 
the act, exceeded the police power of 
a state, because the operation of the 
law was not limited to such lines of 
mining work as were dangerous 
to 


health, life and limb. 
Under the au- 


thorities, this is as far as a state leg- 
islature can go and in this connection, 
I want to call the attention of Mr. 
Chartz 
to some 
history which he 


made, or at least assisted in making. 
The. platform committee of the last 
Democratic State Convention.of which 
committee Mr. Chartz was chairman, 
pledged every democratic member of 
the legislature "to the .passage of an 
eight-hour law, applicable to all labor 
in the mines, mills, smelters and- other 
work for reducing and refining ores 
and to extend' such laws to other 
classes of labor so far .as it can be 
made to apply." 
. Mr. Chartz's committee said noth- 
ing about limiting such law to work 
where life, limb or health were in 
jeopardy, but had the legislature con- 
tented itself with such a law, Mr. 
Chartz's criticisms and accusations of 
legislative betrayal and pledge-break- 
ing would have been thrice severe and 
what is more to the point, would have 
had some foundation. 
He says in 


speaking of his committee, "We did 
not mean the passage of an uncon- 
stitutional act" and yet according to 
the decision of Judge Murphy and Mr. 
Chartz's legal opinion now, this is just 
exactly what his platform committee 
pledged the legislatxire to do. 
I am 


not taking the position that even a 
platform pledge would justify a, leg- 
islative body in passing an act they 
knew to be unconstitutional but I am 
simply calling attention to the • fact 
that the legislature in this instance 
obeyed the instructions of Mr. Chartz 
and his committee and are now bedng 
belabored by him for doing so. 
Mr. 


Chartz in speaking for his committee, 
says further that it was the intention 
of the committee to pledge the legis- 
lative nominees to the "passage of an 
act limiting the hours of labor in all 


branches 
of industry ; whw'e health; 


life and limb might be in jiopardy."' 


Mr.'. Chartz is evidently] trying to 


clear his own. skirts and I would here 
respectfully • suggest,- and 
:l: ask 
Mr. 


Chartz as chairman of" that commit- 
tee why he did not pledge^ the legis- 
lative nominees to such an act in- 
stead of pledging 'the legislative nom- 
inees to such an act instead of'pledg- 
•ing- them under an iron-clad pledge, 
to a blanket eight-hour-ccmstitution- 
al -law? 
.The "intentions'1 -of 
Mr. 


Chartz or the committee cut absolute- 
ly no ice. 
It is the language of the 


pledge they imposed upon the legis- 
lative nominees and had the legisla- 
ture drawn an act to meelt the con- 
stitutional objections now'« raised by 
Mr. Chartz at the eleventh hour, the 
members 
would -have violated 
the. 


pledge in the State platform. 


Besides the intentions oi! the com- 


mitteei 
are 
certainly entitled to no^ 


more consideration than the intentions 
of the legislature and I fully believe 
each done the very best they knew 
how and acted in the utmost good 
faith and if a mistake was made on a 
question of constitutional lai.w, by both 
legislature and . committee! including 
Mr. Chartz, it is no more than has 
been done thousands of times'before 
and will be done, thousands of times 
again. 
I simply want to shovel out 


a little good advice to Brother, Chartz 
and suggest to him that ,hi.s high-fal- 
utin charges 
and flamboyant- 
defls 


are entirely uncalled for and out. of 
tlace and to suggest farther, that if 
a mistake has been made, aome of the 
blame rests on him and his commit- 
tee, for pledging the legislative mem- 
bers to vote for an unconstitutional 
act. 
Whether the members of the 


legislature should be blamed for not 
violating the pledge 
imposed upon 


.them, by Chartz and his committee, I 
will not,say.

ROOSEVELT'S MONETARY SCHEME 


A 


FEW days since The Journal made some comment 


upon President Roosevelt's plan for steadying the 


Value of the silver currency of Mexico and China, the 
Imam feature of which seems to be the placing of those 
two silver using countries upon a gold basis. The atten- 
tion of our readers *vas then directed to the very obvious 
lact that such a plan would necessarily diminish the de- 
mand for silver and increase the demand for gold, which 
Would have the •double effect of lowering the value of sil- 
Var and raising that of gold. 
Of this there can be no 


tiuestion unless it is to be seriously claimed that the law 
t>? supply and demand does not apply to the precious met- 
als. Absurd as it is, such a claim has been actually made, 
at least with reference to gold, the value of which, it has 
been steadily insisted, is "intrinsic," which of course 
means that It is fixed and unchanging — the same at all 
times in all places and under all circumstances. In oth- 
er words if there were no demand at all for this remark- 
able metal its value would remain indentically the same. 
As an economic proposition such a contention is not 
"worthy of any consideration whatever, and it is not the 
purpose of this article to demonstrate the unsoundness of 
a proposition which is almost idiotic in character. 


But the London cable which brought the news that 


!Mr. Roosevelt's monetary commissioners were laboring to 
secure the introduction of the gold standard into the two 
'countries named also suggested another point which may 
,^>o worthy of a moment's thought, bearing as it does, di- 
rectly xipon one c-f the leading points made by the silver 
taon in their great struggle for the remoneU'/.ntion ot [he 
•\vhlte metal. 


The bimetallisls have urged and proved that the break- 


Ing of the par , f exchange between the metals, that is, 
'the Use of gui " compared with silver, has stimulated the

tries at the e'vpeuae of those on the gold basis. The man- 
lier in whii'.i it has produced this result has frequently 
"been shown. 
Briefly stated the idea is this: 
As gold 


\vent up nin.-e silver was required to equal a pound ster- 
ling or any other gold coin; hence, when a silver standard 
country m^idp purchases in England, say, more silver had 
to be txtrned over to moet the prices measured in gold. 
'To avoid this loss the silver countries, as far as possible, 
Ijegan to n.anufactiu'c for themselves. 1'\ the gold coun- 
tries tho effect was reversed. A given sum in gold would 
exchange fur a larROr sum in silver, and this silver would 
buy as mud1 in silver standard countries as it ever v ould. 
This made it an object to buy in countries using silver. 


The fact is well known tlwit the long period of depres- 


sion which began In Europe and America about the close 
•of 1873 was accompanied by a corresponding improvement 
in business conditions where silver was used. 1 hose who 
^iad studied the question with care did not hesitate to 
ascribe the prosperity of the silver standard countries to 
tho cause here given. 


The cable referred to among other things says: 
""This remonetizalion will be made "on the) ground that 


iuich a system will promote the development of silver us- 
ing countries and stimulate the trade of nations using 
gold." 


The foregoing contains tvro 
distinct 
propositions 


which are rather contradictory of each other. Undoubt- 
edly the gold standard countries would sell more, lor a 
time, at least, to the silver using countries, because the 
latter could buy without losing on the exchange. 
This 


Is exactly what the silver men have always contended. 


But if the silver countries buy more in gold countries 


Xor such a reason it must, of necessity, be at the expense 
"of home production, and it is hard to see how they will 
'•be benefited. 
Such a change will be of advantage to no 


'one in Mevico or China except those svho have remittances 
to make to gold standard countries. They will be guarded 
against loss on the exchange but the great productive in- 
'dustries of the countries will be gravely injured. 


The whole scheme is for the supposed benefit of gold 


'•standard countries, but, of course, it would not do to say 
•so in negotiating with Mexico and China. "We use the ex- 
pression, "supposed," advisedly, for the benefit would be 
real. The gold using countries would, in fact, lose mora in 
'other ways than they would gain by the increased trade 
•with those now upon the silver basis. Thesre is no way in 
"which the commercial world as a whole can be benefit- 
ed by making a monetary outcast of silver and throwing 
the entire burden of business upon gold, while it is per- 
lectly clear that it must seriously injure silver mining as 
san industry.
